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Hiroyoshi Ohashi: A New Combination in Acer pic turn Thunb. from Korea 
(Aceraceae) 


Acer pictum Thunb. subsp. okamotoanum (Nakai) H.Ohashi 


Acer okamotoanum Nakai is regarded as a 
subspecies of A. mono Maxim, by de Jong in 
Gelderen et al. (1994), but the combination 
needs to be corrected, because A. mono is a 
synonym of A. pictum Thunb. (Ohashi 
1993). Acer okamotoanum was proposed as 
a new name substitute for a plant represented 
by the fruit of A. okamotoi Nakai, because 
the description and figure of A. okamotoi 
were a mixture of leaves of A. 
pseudo sieboldianum and fruits of A. 
okamotoi (Nakai 1917). Nakai (1917) 
attributed Acer okamotoanum to the plant 
with the fruits of A. okamotoi by quoting “A. 
okamotoi Nakai in Bot. Mag. Tokyo 27: 130 
(1913), p.p., FI. Sylb. 1: 13 excl. descrip, et 
figura foliorum” as the synonym of his new 
species. At the same time, therefore, Acer 
okamotoi became a synonym of A. 
pseudosieboldianum. 

Acer pictum Thunb. subsp. okamoto¬ 
anum (Nakai) H.Ohashi, comb. nov.

Acer mono subsp. okamotoanum (Nakai) 
de Jong in Gelderen, de Jong & Oterdoom, 
Maples World: 224 (1994). 

De Jong (1994) designated the type of 
Acer okamotoanum Nakai as “T. Nakai, 
holotype TNS; isotype K” on page 224, but 
it is erroneous. As cited above, the lectotype 
of this species is in TI and is selected by 
Shimizu and Ohba (2001). They showed 
clear photographs of A. okamotoanum Nakai 


(Plate 71) and A. okamotoi Nakai (Plate 72). 
The lectotype was collected by K. Okamoto, 
not T. Nakai. De Jong (1994) understood the 
meaning of the epithet of the species, 
okamotoanum (as “ Okamotoanus ” ), as the 
old name for the island now known as 
Ullung-do, but is erroneous because the epi¬ 
thet was dedicated to Mr. Kinzo Okamoto 
who found and collected this plant for the 
first time.
